“I’m 
not going to say that I’ve been ‘Krewer-ized,’ 
but I’m pretty damn close.” 


Sam Campbell 
petition circulated

Two weeks ago, a group of West Middle 
School parents typed up form letters ask- 
ing School Committee members and Mr.

Campbell, West Middle principal, was not 
offered a contract for next year. 

Now parents are also circulating a peti- 
tion calling for Mr. Neal to bring Dr. 
Campbell back for another term as princi- 
pal. 

“The petition, I guess, is a continuation 
of effort. We still don’t have answers,” said 
Patricia Miliotis, a strong supporter of Dr.

Salary items cut from school budget

accordance with the budget com- 
I promise it agreed to before April 
Town Meeting, the School Com- 
mittee has cut approximately $100,000 in 
salary items from its budget for next year. 
“Collectively we agreed that this had the 
least impact on the day-to-day learning of the 


students,” Dick Neal, superintendent of 


schools, said at last Tuesday’s committee 
meeting. “Not that it doesn’t impact.” 

The cuts included reducing the salary con- 
tingency account by $22,000, and reducing 
instructional-assistant time and associate 
teacher daily rates by 10 percent. 

Three secretarial positions — one each for 
the assistant superintendent, the health and

fine arts departments, and a High School 
assistant principal — will remain part-time 
positions. 

The committee agreed to this compromise 
following meetings among the Finance Com- 
mittee, town and school officials. Buzz 
Stapezynski, town manager, had recom- 
mended the School Committee cut about 
$466,000 from its approved budget. To meet 
this number, the committee likely would 
have cut some teaching positions and 
allowed the science department to continue 
with what the administration considers an 
outdated program. 

“This is a whole lot better than what we 
were looking at a month ago,” Lloyd Willey, 
committee member, said of the new cuts.

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Sanborn project comes in $130,000 over budget

Bids on the Sanborn construction 
project came in over budget, causing 
the School Building Committee to cut 
$130,000 from the project. 

Michael Parsons, committee mem- 
ber, described the $2,888,824 bid, 


awarded to Mellow Construction of 


Tauton, as “not a great bid for the San- 
born School, but one we can live with.” 
Cuts for the project will include $50,000 
originally allocated for new lockers as 
well as money to plant new trees. 

Marjorie Dennis, committee vice- 
chairwoman, said the cuts will shore 
up the contingency fund in case unex- 
pected problems arise. The committee 
hopes to add these cut items back into 
the plan at the end of the project. 

Asked when the project will begin, 
Ms. Dennis said, “The intent was as 
soon as the kids were out of school, the 
shovel would go in the ground.” 

Because of his work on the South 
School project, the committee has 
asked Jim Heiberg, the South archi- 
tect, to work on the Sanborn project as

well. 

Mr. Parsons said only a small sum 
has been taken out of the South pro- 
ject’s contingency fund to pay for unex: 
pected problems. He noted the same 
could not be said for the High School 
project where there have been several 
problems resulting from inaccurate 
surveys. During the last few months 
workers have asked for $104,000 for a 
new waterline near the back of the 
school, and school was cancelled due to 
knocking out the building’s power. 
Also, a phone line was torn up. 

“Tt is not running as smoothly as we 
would like,” Mr. Parsons said of the 


AHS project. “The nature and scope of 


the problems at the High School are so 
large as to really hurt the contingency 
fund. I’m a lot more nervous (about the 
High School project) because we don’t 
seem to be getting along as well with 
the architect, because we don’t seem to 
be getting along as well with the con- 
tractor,” he said.

Construction officials have 
talked with the students about differ- 
ent elements of the project. 

“It really has worked out well. 
We’re just keeping our eye on the 
beautiful building that’s coming,” said 
Ms. Woods. 

Central office administration laud- 
ed the staff for its work at a recent 
School Committee meeting.

According to officials, teachers and 
students gleefully went home two 
Mondays ago after a backhoe struck 
the school’s main power line and 
knocked out the power.

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50 years ago: An auspicious year for Edith Larson 


For Edith Larson Sanborn and 
her husband, Robert, of Jenkins 
Road, 1995 is an emotionally auspi- 
cious year. It marks 50 years since 
their marriage in 1945 and another 
important 50th-anniversary date for 
Edith. In 1945, a destroyer, the U.S.S. 
Everett F. Larson DD 830, was 
launched at Bath, Maine. The 
destroyer was named after U.S. 
Marine PFC Everett F. Larson, who 
was posthumously awarded the Sil- 
ver Star for bravery. He was killed 
while swimming under enemy fire to 
rescue Marine comrades in a flooded 
Guadacanal river. It is significant to 
Edith that her twin brother, a pri- 
vate first class, could be so honored 
by having a ship named after him. 

She will attend a reunion of the 


Larson at Portland, Maine, today, 
May 11, to mark this 50th year since 
the launching at the Bath, Maine, 
shipyard. Many service people have 
served aboard her over the years and 
she is still on active duty, as part of 
the South Korean Navy. There is a 
special relationship, like a family, 
for those who served on the Larson 
and their wives and children. 

The Larson seemed to have led a 
protected, almost charmed life. At 
the christening in Boston in 1945, 
Hilda Larson, mother of Everett F. 
Larson, gave the ship a Bible, which 
stayed with the ship until it was 
decommissioned to go to South 
Korea. Every day of her life from 
then on, Mrs. Larson prayed for that 
ship. 


The Larson planned its second 
reunion im 1991. Peter W. Kope of 
Cicero, N.Y., one of the two co- 
founders, continued his search for a 
member of the Larson family to 
come to that reunion. He had 
searched in the vicinity of Stamford, 
Conn., where Mr. Larson had joined 
the Marines. As a last resort, Mr. 
Kope ran a classified ad in several 
national papers. 

Edith’s cousin read one of the 
papers while fishing in Narragansett 
Bay. He phoned Mr. Kope to tell him 
that Pfc. Larson had a twin sister liv- 
ing in Andover. Three weeks later, 
Edith was the surprise guest of hon- 
or at the Virginia Beach reunion.

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ConsCom reviews Eisai plant

Discussion of a $34 million plant by Eisai 
Merrimack Valley for the production of new 
chemical-based drugs and the development 
of a large parcel on Chandler Road into 54 
homes were the major topics at the May 2 
Conservation Commission meeting, which 
broke up close to midnight. They were on the 
agenda because these parcels contain wet- 
lands and the ConsCom, the town’s guardian 
of wetlands, must grant permissions before 
construction can ensue. 

Eisai plans 

The development of 100 Federal St., in the 
industrial D zone off River Road, on the east 
side of Route 93, was the major topic of the 
evening. 

Lawyers and engineering consultants for 
Eisai Merrimack Valley, a Japanese 
pharmaceutical plant, with a research facili- 
ty on the west side of Route 93, off Shattuck 


Drive, showed the commission drawings of 


the proposed facility. 

It will house approximately 50 workers 
and will be about 53,000 gross square feet. 
Consultants asked for a continuation of the 
original order of conditions that allowed 
Wang Corporation to begin construction in 
1984 on the first of what would have been 
three buildings. The site contains three 
ponds and drainage to three watersheds. 


Wang built only a gravel pad for a founda- 
tion and prepared the site for parking areas 
and drainage. The land is currently owned 
by William Callahan of Andover Park Realty 
Trust. 

According to Harlan Doliner, lawyer for 
Kisai, the proposed building will be smaller 
than the original Wang footprint and will 
have two small outbuildings designated for 
storage. Eisai may build a second facility on 
this site in the future, according to company 
representatives. 

Several members of the ConsCom ques- 
tioned whether the project should be allowed 
to conform to the existing order of conditions 
(with amendments added), set up in 1978 
before the state wetland regulations changed 
in the 1980s. 

Paul Finger, landscape architect and 
member of the ConsCom, asked for a full 
review of the project, with new supporting 
documents to be presented at the continua- 
tion of the hearing on May 16, 


Chongris land to become 54 homes 
Somerset Village will be built on the most- 
ly wooded 88 acres of Chongris land divided 
between Chandler Road and North Street. On 
the land is a barn and a small area that was 
farmed at one time and five detention ponds 
to drain the wetlands. Part of the area may 
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have been used for a horse farm 
and horse shoeing business in 
the past. 

Mr. Finger said he was con- 
cerned about the debris and 
garbage that had been dumped 
on the site in the past and the 
need to integrate the detention 
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ponds into the overall landscape 
plan. The hearing will continue 
on May 16 at 7:45 p.m.

A DECAY PROBLEM FOR OLDER PATIENTS 

While it is true that most adults are less susceptible to tooth 
decay than they were during their childhoods, they may be more 
prone to experience a kind of tooth decay known as cervical 
caries. The blame for this problem rests primarily with receding 
gums, which leave the upper parts of the roots (the necks) 
exposed. Because the material (cementum) covering the roots is 
less resistant than enamel to the acids produced by bacteria, the 
roots are more vulnerable to decay. Cervical caries may be 
accelerated by the mouth dryness that many older patients 
experience as a result of taking certain medication. Without 
enough saliva in the mouth to neutralize the acids generated by 
bacteria, the roots loose a degree of protection against decay.

David Birnbach and Tina Girdwood, 
the new committee members, said Dr. 
Krewer was their choice to lead the 
schools, but Chairwoman Susan Dal- 
ton, Dick Muller, and Lloyd Willey sup- 
ported Mr. Neal. 

The split decision followed more 
than two hours of community discus- 
sion highlighted by praise for Mr, 
Neal's character and knowledge of 
Andover, and support for Dr. Krewer’s 
educational philosophy and communi- 
cation skills, 

“Dick Neal has a clear understand- 
ing of the needs of the school system 
and clearly believes in the middle- 
school philosophy. He has a strong 
financial background, is an excellent 
manager and will make decisions no 
matter how difficult for the good of the 
school community as a whole,” said 
Mr. Muller, reading from a prepared 
statement. 

“Public education today needs real- 
ists to lead them. They need people that 
put children first. We in Andover are 
fortunate to have a man that meets the 
requirements of superintendent of 
schools like Dick Neal.” 

Mr. Muller took heat from both 
audience members and fellow commit- 
tee member David Birnbach for read- 
ing from a typed statement. 

“Tirst of all, I do not have a prepared 
statement,” Mr. Birnbach said to 
applause. “I meant what I said Satur- 
day, I came (here Monday) to listen and 
observe.” 

Nancy Groff, a member of the West 
Middle school council, said after the 
vote that she believes Mr. Muller's pre- 
pared statement shows members 
“weren't listening to the community at 
all.” 

Mr. Muller was the only member to 
read from a typed statement. All of the 
members indicated they had read the 
written material citizens completed fol- 
lowing the site visits by the four super- 
intendent finalists. 


During the meeting, Ed Accomando, 
North Main Street, said he would like 
the results of this input made public so 
people will know who was favored by 
the majority of the community, 

The school department asked 
Thomas Urbelis, town counsel, if these 
responses must be made public, and he 
is looking into the matter. 

After the committee vote made 
Andover’s new boss the same as the old 
boss, Mr. Accomando told members he 
won't ever get fooled again into taking 
his time to offer input that he believes 
is ignored. 

Despite this type of disappointment, 
there were several people who offered 
their support for Mr. Neal prior to the 
vote. 

“T believe Dick Neal’s educational 
vision is mainstream,” said Bill 
Josephson, a member of the superin- 
tendent search committee that 
screened all the candidates except Mr. 
Neal. “Personally, I’m impressed with

Saturday’s meeting 

Although there was more than two 
hours of community input Monday, 
many people came to a so-called 
debriefing meeting Saturday to offer 
their comments, 

Selectmen Jerry Silverman and Bar- 
ry Finegold; Margie Dennis, vice chair- 
woman of the School Building Commit- 
tee; Jo-Anne Marden, longtime 
Finance Committee member; and for- 
mer School Committee members 
joined PTO representatives, Andover 
High School students and many con- 
cerned citizens in the school adiminis- 
tration building for six hours of 
debriefing and wrangling Saturday. 

At that meeting, William Dunn, of 
Sunset Rock Road, asked the commit- 
tee if it knew why Mr, Neal never rose 
above the position of middle school 
principal while he was in North 
Andover, 

Tina Girdwood, committee member, 
asked if Mr, Neal had been evaluated 
by the School Committee. Former 
member Bill Huston confirmed Mon- 
day that Mr. Neal was not evaluated 
during his watch. 

Mr. Neal has been under a micro- 
scope recently because of the resigna- 
tion of Sam Campbell, the popular 
principal of West Middle School. 

As a result, Tom Meyers, the presi- 
dent of the Andover Teachers Associa- 
tion, said his union voted to formally 
urge the School Committee not to pick 
a new superintendent “until the con- 
troversy one of the candidates is 
involved in is ameliorated.” 

Attacks labeled unfair 

Despite this vote, the committee 
decided to take its vote Monday. At 
Monday’s meeting several people 
spoke about Mr. Neal’s commitment to 
the town and his knowledge of the 
Andover community. 

“I find it nauseating that there’s 
been this innuendo that there’s some 
kind of sinister back-room deal,” said

Jay Darrin, an Andover High math 
teacher and self-described long-time 
friend of Mr. Neal. “I think it’s most 
unfair to try to tear someone down 
when they’ve had over 30 years of ser- 
vice.” 

Steve Jankauskas, a South School 
teacher, said he has known Mr. Neal 
for 25 years and admires his tenacity 
and his willingness to listen. 

“Just because someone doesn’t 
always give you the answer you want 
doesn’t mean they didn’t listen,” he 
said. 

But some parents say they lack trust 
in the current committee and adminis- 
tration because of the recent and com- 
ing departures of people such as Dr. 
Campbell. 

“With all of these losses to the 
school system, we now need to gain. 
And what we need to gain is an effec- 
tive leader,” said Kileen Sharkey, West 
Parish Drive. “We're not voting on 
niceness. We’re not voting on good- 
ness.” 

“We need to look at who is the best 
candidate and not who do we know the 
best,” said Andy Ewalt, a High School 
senior. 

Mr. Ewalt is one of five High School 
students on the Student Superinten- 
dent Selection Committee who inter- 
viewed all of the superintendent final- 
ists. The committee said it believes Mr. 
Neal is a solid candidate, but came out 
in favor of Dr. Krewer. 

“He spoke to us, not at us. He was 
excited about being with us and just 
seemed very impressive,” Mr. Shen 
said of the Connecticut superinten- 
dent. “He has an inclusive approach to 
leadership.” 

Led by Madhu Sridhar, Townwide 
PTO co-president, a group of elemen- 
tary parents who also interviewed all 


the candidates, backed the decision of 


the High Schoolers. 
“Let us all have faith and confidence 
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“Let us all have faith and confi- 
dence in our students’ decisions 
and empower them and include 
them in the process,” said Madhu 
Sridhar.

in our students’ decisions and empow- 
er them and include them in the pro- 
cess.

Dick Neal looks to 


draw the community 
together with goals

After the School Committee award- 
ed Dick Neal with Andover’s superin- 
tendency Monday night, the crowd at 
Doherty Auditorium split into small 
factions and discussed the decision. 


It will be Mr. Neal’s difficult task to 
bring these groups together.

community certainly seems to be tak- 
en apart as much as it is,” said Mr.

Now that the superintendent deci- 
sion has been made, some of those crit- 
ical of the school department leader- 
ship in recent months say they are 
willing to support Mr. Neal.

Before Mr. Neal was selected, sever: 
al people, including new committee 
member Tina Girdwood, indicated the 
committee should fall in line behind 
the new leader. 


“Obviously we have to work with 
him (Mr. Neal) and it’s in the best 
interest of the children and students of 
Andover (to do so),” Ms, Girdwood said 
after the vote. “But I personally feel 
that the burden’s on him to reach out 
into the community to garner support 
for whatever his plans will be. 


“IT just think he’s going to have to 
make a supreme effort to communicate 
and to work with people.

No surprises in Campbell file

“This is the first time I have looked 
in my file since I came here and what 
is in here is what I expected, Sam 
Campbell, principal of West Middle 
School, said last Friday. 


The Townsman read Dr. Campbell’s 
complete personnel file with Dr, Camp- 
bell and Candace Hall, the town’s per- 
sonnel director, present. 

What’s there is a signed second eval- 


uation for the 1993-1994 school year, 
dated June 30, 1994, by Mark McQuil- 
lan. There is no written evaluation by 
Dick Neal of Dr. Campbell in the file. 


“That written evaluation has not 
been done,” said Dick Neal, the inter- 
im superintedent of schools, on Tues- 
day morning , although he said at the 
April 25 School Committee meeting he 
had reviewed a 1994-95 evaluation 
with Dr, Campbell.

Campbell. “It’s being passed around 
West Middle but other parents are 
signing it as well because they can 
see what the effort is.” 

Ms. Miliotis and members of the 
West Middle School Council also say 
they are upset the School Committee 
is pointing toward the school coun- 
cil’s survey of parents, teachers and 
students as evidence of some of Dr. 
Campbell’s shortfalls. 

For the most part, the survey 
results reflect positively on West 
Middle, but there are at least five 
apparently damning responses from 
the 88 questions to which faculty 
members responded. 

The responses appear to indicate 
faculty members are dissatisfied 
with elements of the school’s leader- 
ship. At a recent School Committee 
meeting, however, the School Coun- 
cil purposely noted that Dr. Campbell 
is not the only administrator at West 
Middle. 

“If you know Sam Campbell and 
you’ve worked with Sam Campbell in

Because people know there will 
not be negative feedback, they are 
not afraid to offer constructive criti- 
cism, she said. 

“There’s nothing forthcoming 
that’s negative from Sam when you |” 
express a problem,” said Ms. Milio- 
tis. “People can (honestly) answer 
those kind of inquiries. So I think 
they took that information, the raw 
data, out of context.” 

While the West Middle council 
report commented on some of the 
year’s failures, such as the need to 
call off a “Team Town Meeting” 
because of faculty controversy, the 
report’s conclusion labeled last year 
as a positive one for the school. 

“Believing that one’s reach should 
exceed one’s grasp, we adopted an 
ambitious program. There have been |" 
many successes, some partial suc- 
cesses, one or two disappointments, 
and some on-going programs not yet 
fully realized,” read the report. “In 
summary, the work of our first 
School Council during the 1993-1994 
school year was followed through in 
a successful fashion.” 
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Time to 
move on 


There are three things we would like to 
say about Monday’s School Committee vote 
to elect Dick Neal superintendent of 
Andover’s schools: 

* The process the School Committee used 
to elect him was bogus; 

It is time for the community to heal and

There are a lot of people who didn’t agree 
with the committee’s vote, but that’s the 
democratic process. Andover voters elected 
the School Committee and Mr. Neal was the 
majority choice of the committee.

School Committee on the Andover 
education system. 

We wish to make three points: 

1. Dr. Campbell has done an out- 
standing job during his brief time as 
principal in overcoming the malaise 
that had become West Middle School. 
His ability to restore parents’ confi- 
dence in the direction of the school, to 
motivate faculty and student trust in 
the educational process, and to oversee 
renovation of the rapidly declining 
school infrastructure are real and sus- 
tainable accomplishments. Dr. Camp- 
bell’s professionalism and true affec- 
tion for the children of Andover repre- 
sent character traits to be lauded, not 
discarded. We need not only Dr. Camp- 
bell in leadership at West Middle 
School, but more dedicated profession- 
als like him throughout the Andover 
system. 

9 The School Committee, through 
its stonewalling and public arrogance 
on the Dr, Campbell issue has lost the 
confidence of at least a portion of its 
educational constituency. Any parent 
(or taxpayer) who witnessed last Tues- 
day night’s meeting has to wonder 
about the direction of public education 
in Andover, and the ability of the 
School Committee to effectively lead. Is 
a School Committee that is willing to 
sanction the resignation of a popular 
and effective middle-school principal 
capable of making the best choice for 
superintendent, on behalf of the stu- 
dents, parents and teachers of 
Andover? Is a School Committee that 
lacks candor about key decisions, and 
then seeks to control public debate 
credible and worthy of our support? 

3. Lastly, we recommend that the 
School Committee not accept Dr. 
Campbell's resignation, formally 
extend his contract and apologize for 
needlessly subjecting him to this 
ordeal. With a positive resolution, 
Andover can honor a true contributor 
to our educational system, and diffuse 
the coming nasty political fallout. Fail- 
ing to rectify the West Middle School 
situation, we who disagree with the 
process and outcome will be compelled 
to more closely scrutinize the School 
Committee itself, and the ability and 
commitment of its members to serve 
the parents of Andover. 

An important lesson learned during 
this sorry episode is that Andover par- 
ents must be more diligent in protect- 
ing our educational prerogatives.

If you are unhappy 
about recent goings-on in the School 
Committee or any other publicly-elect- 
ed body, please remember that during 
the next year. Work within the system 
to create the change you want. Keep 
yourself informed and above all, vote 
at town elections.

Sam Campbell shows 
courage and integrity 


Editor, Townsman: 

Iam very disturbed that the surveys 
produced by West Middle School’s 
School Improvement Council were 
used to evaluate Dr. Campbell's perfor- 
mance with regard to his contract 
renewal. The questions relating to the 
West Middle School’s administration 
were an honest attempt at self- 
improvement, For Dr. Campbell to vol- 
untarily add questions regarding his 
own effectiveness in this survey was 
an act of courage and integrity. It sets 
him apart from other administrators 


who have not solicited such self-criti- 
cism in a candid, anonymous survey. 
For the results of this survey to be used 
against him is a betrayal of its good 
intentions, 

Furthermore, the survey referred 
only to the “administration” and there 
are two members of the administra- 
tion. People responding to the survey 
did not specify which member of the 
administration they were thinking of 
when they answered the various ques- 
tions. It is impossible to assume that 
all negative responses were aimed at 
Dr. Campbell alone. As you can see by 
the support Dr. Campbell is receiving 
from teachers, parents and students, 
the criticisms raised in the survey 
were taken out of context. 

| must add myself to the list of par- 
ents who have found Dr. Campbell to 
be very accessible, non-confrontational 
and willing to work toward solutions to 
problems. Dr. Campbell’s personal 
leadership style has been a very posi- 
tive influence in the school, boosting 
school spirit, improving students’ atti- 
tude and self-esteem and increasing 
parental involvement. These improve- 
ments are especially significant when 
we remember the condition of the 
school before his arrival. Where is this 
perception reflected in his evaluation? 

I think one reason why Dr. Camp- 
bell has received such support is that 
we all know how rare and valuable his 
leadership style is. In the long run, we 
find that our children’s positive atti- 
tude toward learning is perhaps more 
valuable than quantificable improve- 
ments in specific curriculum areas. I 
admit I would like to see faster changes 
in some curriculum areas and 
improved teaching techniques in some 
teachers, but I would not sacrifice the 
intangible gift that Dr. Campbell has 
given the school to achieve specific 
goals, Perhaps a principal with a more 
authoritarian style could accomplish 
more changes more quickly; however, 
these accomplishments often come at 
the price of a disgruntled staff and 
uninvolved parents, 

After reading the Townsman’s 
review of Dr. Campbell’s personnel file, 
I hope that we can use these revela- 
tions to begin to heal the damage that 
has been done. Now that we have a 
more specific idea what goals the 
superintendent’s office has for West 
Middle School, perhaps the staff and 
parents could help work toward those 
goals, If Dr. Campbell could be reinstat- 
ed as principal, I think we would all 
fee] invested in helping him succeed 
and making West Middle School the 
high-quality school it can and should 
be.

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What cholesterol numbers mean 


Cholesterol is too important to 
ignore, Cholesterol, in the proper 
amount, is essential to the body. 
However, high levels of cholesterol 
increase the chance of developing 
coronary heart disease, the single 
largest cause of death in the United 
States. 

The National Cholesterol 
Education Program recommends that 
adults over age 20 be screened for 
high blood cholesterol at least every 
five years. 

Blood Cholesterol Testing 

The ideal total blood cholesterol 
level is less than 200. While it is 
important to know your total blood 
cholesterol level, it is also helpful to 
know your individual HDL and LDL 
levels. Your total blood cholesterol 
level to HDL ratio is one of the keys 
to identifying your risk of heart dis- 
ease. 

LDL 

Low density lipoproteins (LDLs) 
are called “bad” cholesterol because 
they correlate with increased risk of 
heart disease. Since LDL levels can 
greatly affect the risk of heart attack, 
it can be a better predictor of heart 
attack risk than total blood choles- 
terol.

Although some risk factors for 
heart disease cannot be prevented, 
such as age, gender, and family histo- 
ry, three major risk factors can be 
controlled, including high blood cho- 
lesterol, high blood pressure and 
smoking.

° Average iron intake of toddlers 
in the United States has been found 
to be below the Recommended 
Dietary Allowance (RDA). 

¢ Iron deficiency anemia, generally 
caused by an insufficient dietary 
intake of iron, is the most common 
nutritional deficiency among tod- 
dlers. 

Why? One reason is that the most 
popular beverages among toddlers — 
cow’s milk and fruit juices — are poor 
sources of iron. When consumed in 
excess, cow's milk and juices can take 
the place of other nutrient-rich foods 
in the toddler’s diet.

Hating plenty of fruits and vegetables may pro- 


tect against the development of stroke for men, 
according to an article in this week’s Journal of 
the American Medical Association. 

Matthew W. Gillman, M.D., from the 
Department of Ambulatory Care and Prevention 
at the Harvard Community Health Plan in 
Boston, and colleagues surveyed 832 middle-aged 
men who have been part of the Framingham 
Study to examine the effect of fruit 
intake on the risk of stroke.

The Framingham Study, which began in 1948, 
is a long-term study of cardiovascular and other 
diseases and their risk factors. Participants are 
followed throughout their lives by physicians. The 
832 men chosen among the Framingham partici- 
pants were free of any cardiovascular disease, and 
were 45 through 65 years old, when enrolled in a 
dietary assessment study between the years of 
1966 to 1969. During the dietary assessment, 
interviewers elicited information on the partici- 
pants’ previous 24-hour food intake, That informa- 
tion was kept on file, and the participants were 
monitored for the next 18 to 22 years for, among 
other things, any episodes of stroke. 

During that follow-up period, there were 97 
stroke-related incidents among the men. Twenty- 
four were categorized as transient ischemic

Five a day: 
The low-fat way 


The National Cancer Institute 
(NCI) and the Produce for Better 
Health Foundation have a program, 
“5 A Day for Better Health,” that 
encourages people to eat five or more 
servings of fruits and vegetables each 
day. Health authorities agree that 
eating more fruits and vegetables 
can help people stay healthy and 
may reduce their cancer risk. 

Unfortunately, a good number of 
Americans eat vegetables cooked in 
some kind of fat while others add fat 
~ butter, margarine, cheese or cream 
sauce — to already cooked vegetables. 

To keep vegetables good-tasting, 
but low in fat try some of these sea- 
soning ideas: 

* Squirt juice from a fresh lemon,

pizza, macaroni and cheese, grilled

Cut the fat, not the food. 


Ithough Americans are 

avidly interested in con- 

suming less fat, more of 

us are overweight than 
ever before. According to the National 
Center for Health Statistics, about 
one in every three Americans was 
overweight in 1991, up from one in 
four in 1980. Many people believe 
they’re taking on the battle of the 
bulge by choosing low-fat foods but in 
fact, less fat is not enough. 

A recent study by the National 
Center for Health Statistics also 
found that while the calories from fat 
in the average American diet fell 
from 87 to 84 percent between 1988

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New food 
labels help 
people shop 
smarter 


The next time you're in the super- 
market, you may see an encouraging 
sight: Food packages with new labels 
that make meal planning easier and 
help you serve the nutrients your 
family needs. The U.S. Food and 
Drug Administration now requires 
all packages to carry the new labels. 

These labels make it easier and 
faster for you to choose the foods you 
want. The new labels offer a 
Nutrition Facts panel on the back or 
side that helps you determine how 
well a food fits into your total daily 
diet, without your having to do any 
math. 

Also, you can believe health claims 
and nutrient content claims you see 
on the front of the package because 
the government has set strict defini- 
tions for these terms. For example, if 
something says “reduced fat,” it 
means it has 25 percent less fat than 
the regular version of the food. 
Claims linking a nutrient or food to 
the risk of a disease or health-related 
condition are only allowed if they are 
backed up by scientific evidence. 

The new labels also have an 
improved list of ingredients. 
Everything in the package is listed, 
in descending order of weight, to give 
you an idea of the proportion of each 
ingredient in the food. In addition, 
food colorings now have to be named 
in the ingredient list, not just called 
“coloring.” Ingredient lists are espe 
ly important for people who are 
reic to certain substances 
Now too, the total percent of juice 
uice drinks must be shown so you 
1 see just how much of the product 
actually juice

Many don’t want to be

A study of 1,019 women in south- 
eastern Minnesota showed that more 
than half of them do not wish to 
receive reminders when it is time to 
have a Pap test, a clinical breast 
exam, or a mammogram, according to 
a recent article in the Journal of the 
American Medical Association, 

Thomas E. Kottke, M.D. and col- 
leagues from the Mayo Clinic and 
Foundation conducted this study hop 
ing to determine women’s receptivity 
to receiving regular reminders when 
it is time for these tests and to deter- 
mine the rates at which women 
underwent these tests. Kottke 
released the study at an AMA media 
briefing highlighting the April 12 
Health Promotion and Disease 
Prevention issue of JAMA 

Kottke said the study also serves 
as a tool to help gauge the success of 
the American public in meeting the 
goals set forth in the Healthy People 


2000 program conducted by the 
Department of Health and Human 
Services, 

The study shows that 89 percent of 
the women reported having a Pap 
test in the last three years. Of those 
women over age 40, 74 percent 
reported having a clinical breast 
exam in the past two years, and 62 
percent reported having a mammo- 
gram in the past two years. 

The study says: “The women seem 
to fall into three groups with respect 
to their attitudes about screening.” 
The first group, about 40 to 50 per- 
cent of the population, told surveyors 
they will accept screening tests and 
want to be reminded when they are 
due for their tests. 

The second group, about seven to 
10 percent of the population, told 
them they would refuse screening 
even if told it was necessary. The 
third group, 40 to 50 percent of the 
women, told surveyors they would 
submit to screening if advised to 
have it, but they did not want to 
receive this advice.

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Estrogen replacement therapy may increase 


women’s risk of fatal ovarian cancer 


Women who use estrogen replace- 
ment therapy (ERT) for long periods 
may increase their risk of fatal ovari- 
an cancer, suggests a new study from 
the American Cancer Society. The 
study of ERT and ovarian cancer was 


published in the May 1, 1995, issue of 


the American Journal of 
Kpidemiology. 

For this study, scientists analyzed 
data on more than 240,000 post- 
menopausal women who were among 
the female participants in Cancer 
Prevention Study I, a prospective 
mortality study begun by the 
American Cancer Society in 1982. 
They found that long-term use of 
ERT was associated with fatal ovari 
an cancer among postmenopausal 
women, 

While there was no significant 
increase in risk among women who 
had ever used ERT, risk appeared to 
increase with duration of use, accord- 
ing to Carmen Rodriguez, M.D., an 
epidemiologist for the American 
Cancer Society and principal investi- 
gator of the study. The risk was 40 
percent higher for women who had 


used ERT for at least six years and 
70 percent higher for women who had 
used ERT for at least 11 years, com- 
pared to never users. 

Previous studies of ERT and ovari- 
an cancer have been inconclusive, 
and most have not presented results 
according to duration of use. The cur- 
rent study has several strengths that 
support the credibility of its findings, 
says Dr. Rodriguez. First, the CPS-II 
study is prospective, meaning that 
information is gathered before cancer 
occurs. This technique eliminates the 
possibility that the women’s recollec- 
tion of ERT use was triggered by 
their diagnosis with cancer, In addi 
tion, the study ts large, and 
researchers were able to adjust their 
data for many known and possible 
ovarian cancer risk factors, Finally, a 
large number of women had used 
IeRT for many years, allowing 
researchers to examine risk by dura 
tion of use, 

However, the results should be 
interpreted cautiously, warns Dr. 
Rodriguez. The findings from this 
study may not apply to women using 
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nurses, therapists, and certified home health aides. They

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Asthma: Know the ‘triggers’ 


of attacks and be prepared 


Ten million Americans suffer from 
asthma. That means that you or 
someone you know may have been 
diagnosed with this breathing disor- 
der, 

If so, NARD, the national associa- 
tion representing independent retail 
pharmacy, suggests you speak to your 
family pharmacist about your condi- 
tion, 

Although asthma cannot be cured, 
it can be managed. Most patients 
with asthma lead normal, active lives 
— usually with just a few minor 
lifestyle adjustments. 

The first step in managing asthma 
is to identify the “triggers.” People 
who suffer from asthma may notice 
that whenever they are around a cat 
ora dog they have difficulty breath- 
ing, Their flare-ups — signaled by 
wheezing, coughing and a tightening 
sensation in the chest — may be trig- 
gered by an allergy to animal dander 
Allergies to pollen or dust may also 
cause an asthma attack. In these 
cases, treating the allergy may lessen 
the severity and frequency of the 
flare-ups. For example, if dust 
reduces your ability to breathe, filters 
that reduce dust can be installed in 
your home or office, Plastic covers for 
your mattress and pillows also may 
help 

Sometimes stress can lead to an 
asthma attack, Your community 
pharmacist may suggest breathing or 
relaxation techniques to help ward 
off attacks. Some illnesses, such as 
pneumonia or bronchitis, can cause a 
temporary asthmatic condition that 
usually disappears as soon as the ill- 
ness is treated, Certain foods and cig- 
arette smoke may also spark an 
attack. 

If your physician has prescribed 
medication that must be inhaled, 


your pharmacist can teach you how 
to use the inhaler properly. Your 
pharmacist will also tell you how 
often to use your inhaler. Some are 
used every day and others are used 
only when you are having difficulty 
breathing. Most likely, your pharma- 
cist will have a brochure or other 
information about asthma that you 
can take home with you. 

Whenever you pick up a refill pre- 
scription, your pharmacist will proba- 
bly ask you how helpful the medica- 
tion has been or if you have had any 
side effects, such as dry mouth. You 
may want to keep a diary of asthma 
attacks so you can chart the manage- 
ment of your illness. A diary may also 
reveal triggers of which you may not 
be aware. 


If your asthma is unpredictable, as 
it is for most people, your pharmacist 
may suggest that you purchase more 
than one inhaler so you will always 
have access to the medication, 
whether you are at home, work or 
school. Having more than one inhaler 
will also prevent an emergency room 
visit should you run out of medica- 
tion when the pharmacy is closed. 
(Ask your pharmacist who to call if 
you need medication after business 
hours. Most independent pharmacies 
have an on-call staffperson. ) 

It is extremely important that all 
of your health care providers know 
that you have asthma. Some medica- 
tions used to treat other illnesses 
may cause an asthma attack; others 
may interact with the medication in 
the inhaler, causing it to over- or 
under-medicate you. 

And remember, with the proper 
treatment and the care and guidance 
of your physician and pharmacist, 
asthma is manageable.

The treatment, called chemonucle- 
olysis, involves injecting a natural 
enzyme called chymopapain — mar- 
keted by Boots Pharmaceuticals — 
into the center of the herniated disc. 
The enzyme, which comes from the 
latex of the papaya plant, breaks 
down and partially liquefies the jelly- 
like material in the inner part of the 
disc.

Rosy cheeks 


While red noses and rosy cheeks 
may reflect good cheer in clowns and 
Santa Claus, they are no laughing 
matter for up to one in 20 Americans 
affected by a conspicuous and embar- 
rassing disease of the facial skin 
known as rosacea, 

Often called “adult acne,” rosacea 
usually first appears after its victims 
reach their 30s and 40s, and thus is 
now striking a rapidly growing num- 
ber of the baby boom generation. 
Although today as many as 13 million 
Americans suffer from this disease, a 
Gallup survey indicated that few 
have heard of it or know what to do 
about it. 

“People with rosacea often assume 
it’s just like teenage acne and will go 
away by itself,” said Dr. Lynn Drake, 
deputy chairman of dermatology at

Harvard University. “The key for peo- 
ple over thirty with acne-like symp- 
toms is to recognize that their condi- 
tion is more likely to require medical 
attention, preferably at an early 


stage, before it becomes a major 
intrusion on their lives.” 

The earliest sign of rosacea is usu- 
ally a flushing or redness on the face, 
most often on the cheeks or nose, that 
comes and goes. Over time, the red- 
ness becomes ruddier and more per- 
manent. If left untreated, bumps and 
pimples may develop and small dilat- 
ed blood vessels may appear on the 
surface of the skin. 

In some rosacea sufferers, the eyes 
may also feel gritty and appear blood- 
shot. In the most advanced stages of 
the disease, particularly in men, the 
nose may become swollen, red and 
bumpy from excess tissue — the condi- 
tion that gave the late comedian W.C. 
Fields his trademark bulbous nose.

In a survey by the National 
Rosacea Society of more than 400 
rosacea sufferers, 75 percent said the 
condition lowered their self-esteem, 
70 percent felt embarrassed and 69 
percent reported they were frustrat- 
ed. Many respondents even admitted 
to cancelling business appointments 
or refusing to schedule social events

The woes of toes 


Surprising to many Americans is 
how often toenails can serve as a 
barometer of our health, providing 
the initial signal of the presence or 
onset of systemic diseases. 

Because of their association with 
health-related diseases, toenails of 
persons of all ages can undergo an 
array of changes, some of which are 
relatively common. They can become 
brittle and curved; discolored, and 
infected; clubbed, pitted, and 
grooved. 

Ingrown nails, the most common 
toenail impairment, are nails whose 
corners or sides dig painfully into the 
soft tissue of nail grooves, often lead- 
ing to irritation, redness and 
swelling. Usually toenails grow 


straight out. Sometimes, however, 
one or both corners or sides curve 
and grow into the flesh. It’s usually 
the big toe that’s the victim, but 
other toes can be affected. 

If you suspect an infected toenail, 
you can immerse the foot in a warm 
salt water soak, or a basin of soapy 
water, then apply an antiseptic and 
bandage the area, These are only 
temporary measures, for relief of dis- 
comfort before you consult a podia- 
trist. Other “do-it yourself” treatment 
~ including any attempt to remove 
any part of an infected nail — and use 
of over-the-counter medications 
should be avoided.

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Dispelling the myths of dentures 


Nearly 20 percent of the U.S. pop- 
ulation, or about 32 million people, 
wear full or partial dentures. 

Despite this figure, misconceptions 
about their use and care prevent 
many wearers from getting optimum 
use from their dentures. 

During May, the Massachusetts 
Dental Society will focus on the oral 
health of older adults. The society 
would like denture-wearers to 
rethink the following common mis- 
conceptions. 

Myth 1: Once you get dentures, 
you don't have to see a dentist again 
unless you experience a problem. 
This is one of the most common 
myths about dentures. Even if you no 
longer have your natural teeth, you 
should continue to see a dentist regu- 
larly for oral examinations. The den- 
tist will examine your mouth for 
problems with the soft tissues and 
bones, the tongue, the joints of the 
jaws, and your bite.

lesions or tumors. About 95 percent of 


all oral cancers occur in people over 
40. When oral cancers are detected 
early, survival rates increase dramat- 
ically, 

Through oral examinations, your 
dentist can also check for other dis- 
eases that can first manifest them- 
selves in the mouth, such as diabetes. 

Myth 2: Dentures should last for- 
ever, Dentures are durable, but even 
with conscientious care, denture 
teeth can lose their natural appear- 
ance and chewing ability as the 
result of chewing, brushing, and 
other normal use. The results of a 
recent study showed that about 80 
percent of dentures need replacement 
after 11 years, 


The way you care for your den- 
tures can affect their longevity and 
fit. Dropping dentures, even a few 
inches in the sink, can break a tooth 
or crack the denture base. When 
cleaning or inserting your denture, 
hold it securely over a towel or a half- 
filled basin of water to protect the 
denture if you drop it.

Myth 8: You can make your own 
denture repairs. Never do it yourself 
with dentures. The handyman 
approach can cause irreparable dam- 
age and may result in the need for a 
new denture, In an emergency, den- 
ture adhesives can be used to keep 
the dentures stable until you see your 
dentist. 

Myth 4: Some people must use 
denture adhesives to achieve a proper 
fit. If used constantly, adhesives can 
mask infection and cause bone loss in 
the jaw. Never use a denture adhe- 
sive regularly unless your dentist 
advises you to do so. Dentures are 
made to fit precisely, and usually 
they do not require the regular use of 
an adhesive for comfort. See your 
dentist immediately, if your dentures 
feel loose or cause pronounced dis- 
comfort. 

According to the Massachusetts 
Dental Society, these are just some of 
the many common misconceptions 
about dentures. Dentures that fit 
properly can improve your appear- 
ance, eating, and speaking. If you are 
experiencing problems or you have 
questions about your dentures, speak 
with your dentist.
